The Korean Premier, Yi Wang Yang, 
subsequently notified Marquis Ito of 
the Emperor's abdication, at the same 
tame requesting him to notify the pow- 
crs. 

The Minister of Justice, Cho Ching, 
tnen verbally explained to Marquis Ito 
in, behalf of the retired Emperor, that 
his abdication was solely upon the 
initiation of the Emperor himself, and 
it was not the result of any outside 
pressure. It was only the outcome, he 
said, of a desire upon the part of the 
Emperor, which had been in his mind 
for ten years past. In reply to both 
Ministers, it is believed tha: Marquis 
It said nothing definite. According 
te Korean usage, abdication of the 
throne means ia total transfer of the 
ruling power to the successor, leaving 
ne room for any future interference 
by the administration. 

The Minister of Agriculture, Son 
Phyonej Chun, in conversation with 
the Associated Press presentative, 
suid that he could har@ly bear the 
idea of advising his i rial master 
of the necessity for abdication, but in 
view of the gravity of the situation, in- 
volving national danger, no cther al- 
ternative was left him. Should Japan, 
he said, not rest satisfied with what 
had been effected and make any un- 
just demands, Korea was prepared to 
effer the most obst'nate resistance.

The serving of a subpoena on Zim- 
mer raises the interesting speculation 
as to how long he will be able to 
stand five-day sentences for contempt 
of court. In all likelihood he will 
again be placed on the stand by the 
prosecution, which has announced that 
the questions of last Monday will 
again be asked him. Should he refuse 
to answer it is also probable that 
Judge Lawlor will again inflict the 
five-day penalty, and he may, if he 
sees fit, give Zimmer a longer period to 
reflect on his position.

The safety of Japanese 
residents is problematical, as the de- 
parture of a regiment for Seoul leaves 
only 800 Japanese troops in the prov- 
ince. 


The shops of Seoul have been closed 
all over the city for six hours. To- 
day the crowds are greater and the 
native spirit is higher, necessitating a 
greater show of military force, as the 
people are encouraged and inflamed by 
the succesful killings of yesterday. 
Gen. awa has two machine guns 
placed in the palace square. 

Not only is the Korean army re- 
garded as incompetent to cope with 
the situation, but the Japanese troops 
are wholly inadequate. Arrangements 
have been made for reinforcing them 
from Shimonoseki. 

Hostilities are directed wholly 
against the Japanese and other for- 
eigners are safe.

TO JOIN PACIFIC FLEET. 


Cruisers in Philippines May Stop at 
Japanese Ports on Way to 
America. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 
WASHINGTON, July 20.—The ar- 
mored cruisers West Virginia, Coie- 
rado, Pennsylvania and Maryland of 
Admiral Dayton's Pacific fleet, are ex- 
pected to start from Cavite for the

The passenger train of 
carrying the Pere Marquette shop em- 
ployés of Ionia and thelr families to 
the Michigan metropolis, for their an- 
nual excursion, was running at a rapid 
speed, probably fifty miles an hour, 
down a steep grade. 
It struck the lighter locomotive of 
the freight train with such force as 
to turn the freight engine completely 
around. The wrecked locomotives this 
afternoon. lay side by side—both 
headed eastward. Only @ few of the 
freight train’s cars were smashed, 
and it took but a few hours’ work to 
remove all traces of them from the 
scene. | 
Behind the two wrecked iocomotives 
six cars of the passenger train lay 
piled in a hopeless wreck, 
Four of the passenger coaches re- 
mained on the track undamaged, and 
were used to convey the ne and in- 
jured to Ionia; one. coach was un- 
damaged, with ‘only its forward trucka 
off the rails. These were the rear five 
cars. The two coaches néxt ahead of 
these were telescoped. oe next car 
forward stood almost on ¢nd after the 
wreck, ita forward end ting on the 


DIES ON TRAIN. 

Fireman Knowles died on the relief 
train en route to Detroit, bringing the 
list of dead to thirty, with a possi- 
bility that more bodies might be 
found in the wreckage, and that sev- 
eral of the injured might die. 

Responsibility is put squarely upon 
the crew of the freight train by 
officials of the road. use ~who ar- 
rived at the scene of the wreck soon 
after the accident secured from the 
crew of the freight the orders under 
which it Was running, and which 
clearly showed the position of the pas- 
senger excursion train, an’ the freight 
had encroached upon the other train's 
running time. 

The special train was due at Salem 
at 9:10 a.m., and at Plymouth at 9::0 
a.m. It passed Salem on time. 
time card of the special was tele- 

phed to the freight crew in the 
orm of a train order, and this order, 
with the signatures of the freight 
train crew attached, was secured by 
officials. The freight crew left the 
scene early, but the railroad officials 
say they explained simply that they 
had forgotten. 

The collision occurred at 9: 13 o’clock 
and the freight train should have 
reached Salem at 9:10 to be within 
their orders. 

The excursion train 
crowded with men, womer and chil- 
dren, at 6 o'clock this morning. It 
was the annual excursion of the shop 
men of the road to Detroit. 

Every family had its lunch basket, 
and. many of the victims were eating 
when the two trains crashed together. 
The impact was terrific, and a num- 
ber of passengers sitting near the win- 
dows of the rear end of the undam- 
aged coaches were thrown through the 
windows to the ground. | 

PANIC ENSUES. 

There was a panic among the oc- 
cupants of the coaches for a few min- 
utes. 


As the unfo. tunate realized 
that they had not: been hurt, they 
rushed from the cars to the rescue of 
their friends and relatives, who were 
pinioned among the wreckage ahead. 
Families were scattered among differ- 
ent cars, and there were frenzied 
searchers for missing relatives. 

Mothers ran screaming up and down, 
searching for their children, _ while 
many of the young people were as 
frantically calling for their parents. 8. 
Dennihy, a young man of Ionia, was 
in the last coach, while his sister was 
in one of the middle coaches, and his 
father and mother were in one of the 
most sertously damaged cars. 

“We felt the jar when the air brakes 
were applied,” said Dennihy, “and then 
before any one had time to stand up 
or leave his seat came the crash of 
the collision. In the confusion of the 
moment I did not realize that abies: car 
we were in was undamaged, 
seeking the quickest exit to the = 
air, I jumped through the open win- 
dow to the ground. I found my: sister 
several cars ahead, unfnjured, but my 
mother was standing, supported by « 
couple of men, with her head and her 
hands covered with blood. Father was 
sitting inside the window of one of 
the forward cars, his right arm and 
shoulder free and leaning out, but his 
left hand caught fast where the seats 
had jammed together in the car. It 
took three or four minutes to get him 
free.” 

HORRIFYING EXPERIENCE. 
Hay Eddy, a young man from Ionia, 
had a horrifying experience. He was 
sitting in a seat with his mother, and 
when he regained his senses after the 
crash, she lay dead beside him. They 
were in the first car of the train, and 
young Eddy said that he could see the 
freight approaching as the excursion 
train swung around the curve. | 
“The next moment the trains came 
together with a horrible crash,” he 
said. “I was soaked with water from 
the tender of the engine, which wae 
torn to pieces. The air was full of fly- 
ing objects and terrible noises. When 
I regained my senses I was pinned in 
the wrec I looked around for my 
mother, and there she lay—dead. One 
of her arms was cut off and lay a 
eouple of feet away, and she was ‘hor- 
ribiy mangled. I managed to release 
myself and dragged my poor mother out 
out the w Heck.”

“The reason that Y believe the act 
has comeé to stay Is that it is founded 
on principles that will stand any in- 
vestigation. There is absolutely no 
graft attached. Public opinion is back 
of it. Seventeen States have framed 
+} pharmacy laws patterned after the na- 
tional—law, and all these States are 
back of the Federal law. There will 
be no prosecutions for violations of 
the act unless authorized at Washing- 
ton. This will eliminate the pdssibili- 
ty of petty jealousy actuating prose- 
cutions. There will be no opportunity 
for any. man to vent his personal 
spite. And here in passing let me 
speak In praise of two products of 
California that are to be commended— 
your pure olive oil and your wines. 

“Pure goods will bring about a bet~- 
ter feeling in the trade Violators will 
be punished, but the government will 
go slowly, and it will not revolu- 
tionize the practice of years ail at 
once. But the laws will be enforced.”

} idea, followed faithfully and with hon- 
est intent.

“just interpretations of the law, not 
revolutionary to trade, and which 
stand for pure food, truthfully la- 
beled.” There are still difficulties in 
the way of the interpretation and en- 
forcement of this new law. One of 
the difficulties is found in the stand- 
ards set up by the government. It.is 
sald to be doubtful whether this fea- 
ture of the new law would be held 
constitutional if taken before the 
courts. The National Wholesale Gro- 
cers’ Association desires to work in 
harmony with the government, and 
has no present intention of attacking 
the law on the ground of its being un- 
constitutional. The grocers prefer to 
work through Congress for a proper 
modification of the law, or of the 
standards, which will make it possibile 
to comply exactly with their letter 
and spirit.

Since this agitation for pure foods 
was taken up, thirty States have 
passed laws of their own dealing with 
The National Wholesale 
Grocers’ Association, is working earn- 
estly and patiently, with the object of 
bringing the laws in the several!

OME CORN, TOO. 


When in the cold spring days last 
April and May there was much mis- 
giving as to the crop outcome, The 
Times advised its readers to wait, re- 
membering| that there was e@ good deal 
of time, that America is a very large 
country. and that the crops might turn 
out very much better than the early 
indications. 

Recently we have called attention to 
the improved condition of the wheat 
crops, both spring and fall, now show- 
ing a promise of much more than an 
average crop, indeed, one approximat- 
ing closely to the immense figures of 
the two last preceding seasons. 
Same condition in the cotton Crop was 
pointed out. 

Now e have the latest estimates 
for the corn crop of the current sea- 
son. It appears that the area amounts 
to almost 98,000,000 acres. The largest 
figure heretofore fell considerable short 
of 97,000,000 acres. Judging from pres- 
ent appearances, the crop will be 2,937,- 
000,000 bushels. This is a little larger 
than the largest crop of any previous 
season, namely that of 1906, which was 
also the year of greatest previous acre- 
age. The crop last year was 2,927,416,- 
O71 bushels. 

Corn today, July delivered, ts selling 
in Chicago at nearly 53 cents a bushel. 
The average price last year was 52.7 
cents. For December delivery, 50 cents 
is bid in the Chicago market for corn. 
These are about the current prices rul- 
ing in the last five years, with the ex- 
ception of 1902, when the average price 
was 60.8 cents per bushel. 


'1HE TOURIST AND THE GOLD 
& MOVEMENT. 

‘Nearly 120,000 persons in less than 
seven months have crossed the Atlantic 
from the United States. These are 
pretty evenly divided between first and 
second-class passengers. Those who 
have gone second class are mostly im- 
migrants from foreign lands, who have 
been in this country a longer or a 
shorter time and are going home, some 
to remain, others on a visit. The first- 


| class passengers are, for the most part, 


American citizens. nearly all of them 
tourists going abroad, some to be gone 
a few months, some a year. 

The amount of money these take out 
of the country is enormous. Europe, 
mostly Paris, has drawn from us in 
the past few weeks about $25,000,000 in 
gold. That sum would fall far short 
of financing this great number of peo- 
ple who have crossed the sea. Divided 
equally between them it would be only 
$200 each. There are some among these 
returning foreigners who are taking 
with them several thousand dollars 
each. Some of the individual tourists 
will require $10,000 several times over to 
pay their way through Europe. 

The Treasury Department, in tts at- 
tempt to follow gold from country to 
country, and into the mints and arts, 
is at a loss to account for $58,000,000 a 
year. A large part of this goes out 
in the pockets of these returning for- 
eigners and of tourists. 


RECIOUS METALS PRODUCTION. 


The bureaus of the Geological Sur- 
vey and of the Mint have at last pub- 
lished the statistics of the production of 
gold and silver for the year 1905. ‘The 
reports afe the same, as the bureaus 
worked in unison, 

The gol\ outout of the United 
States for the year was 4,265,742 
fine ounces, valued at $88,180,700, an in- 
crease over 1904 of $7,716,000. 

The silver production was 56,101,600 
fine ounces, valued at $34,221,976, a de- 
crease of 1,581,200 ounces, but the value 
was $765,952 more than in 1904, for the 
reason that the price rose from 57 cents 
to 61 cents per ounce, the average prices 
for the years. ; 

There has been a steady increase in 
the gold production of the country each 
year since 1892, excepting In 1901, 1902 
and 1903, when the output was about 
at a standstill. The increase in 1904 
over 1903 was about the same as for 
19% over 1904. 

The substantial rise in price of silver 
is not resulting in an increased output. 
In 1892 the production was 63,500,000 
fine ounces; valued at $55,662,500. That 
was the year of greatest. production.

Im the center of the little cemetery 
a emaller plot had been inclosed with 
an iron fence. There William Work¢ 
man and a brother, the father of the 
present William Workman, were 
buried. The graves of John Rowland 
and W. P. F. Te . father of the 
ogee and other pioneers, also are 
in the smaller plot. In the other part 
of the cemetery are more than thirty 
graves. 
“The setting aside of this land as a 
cemetery,” Judge Bordwell holds, 
“amounts to the granting of a per- 
petual easement to relatives of de- 
ceased persons whose remains were in- 
terred therein, and the defendant had 
no right, without the consent of living 
relatives, to interfere with said ease- 
ment or destroy the wall.”

METHODS OF OPERATING.

It is said th things 
have been accomplished by means of 
the increasing power and resources of 
the combination, and by acquiring 
controlling interests in the stock of 
corporations, thereafter operating 
without conpetition. Many kinds of 
unfair trade methods have been _ re- 
sorted to, it is said, a favorite one be- 
ing to cause a corporation secretly 
controlled to advertise itself as wholly 
independent and free from association 
with trusts and combinations, to offer 
its goods below cost, to imitate com- 
peting brands, and in these ways to 
same for the destruction of 
ndependents. 
After reciting the bitter trade war 
between American ahd English con- 
cerns, the petition shows how the com- 
binations in these countries, wearying 
of competition, in 1892. entered into 
written agreements each not to inter- 
fere with the other aleng certain well- 
defined linés, and together forming the 
Imperial Tobacco Company to carry 
on the trade and commierce in other 
countries without competition.

VERY POPULAR WHISKY. 

Maria Suarez, a Yaqui Indian, has 
been jailed om the charge of the il- 
legal manufacture and sale of alco-' 
holic spirits. His base of operations 
was in the St. John's neighborhood, 
southwest of Phoenix. The process 
was to boil corn for a couple _ days, 
and then let the mess settle and fer- 
ment. When it was “ripe” the stuff 
was retailed at the price of 15 cents 
for a soda-bottle full. It was very 
popular among the Mexicans and In- 
dians of the neighborhood, because of 
its cheapness, and because it had mar- 
velous power to “make drunk.” 


Federal and Territorial laws forbid- : 


ding the sale of liquor to Indians 
cover only the tribes north of the line. 
Hence it is legal to sell whisky to 
Yaquis, Cocopahs and to certain Papa- 
gos and Pimas, though usually only 
the Yaqui is able to establish his 
tribal identity. The Yaquis are highly 
valued as farm hands and laborers, 
but in HMquor they are dangerous, as 
was shown by a murderous assault 
lately made by several of them upon 
Constable Sigala at Tempe. As a re- 
sult, the Tempe City Council has off- 
cially requested all saloon keepers to 
refrain from selling any liquor to Ya- 
quis, and it is probable that Phoenix 
liquer dealers will be warned as 
well. 

MARRIED UNDER PRESSURE. 

There was an odd turn of affaires at 
Phoenix yesterday, when Cesario Mu- 
noz, complainant in a bicycle-stealing 
case, suddenly became defendant In an 
accusation of violation of a Federal 
statute, the Edmunds act.

Each of the Oxford colleges is dis- 
tinct, although the entire number 
come under control of the vice-chan- 
cellor. 

The costume of the Oxford student 
has become famous in pieture and on 
the stage. The «aps and gowns are 
worn, when the men are at study, in 
the chapel or at table. They can be 
worn at other times at the option of 
the student. Most Oxford men have 
a pride in their historic garb, and don 
it as much as seible. 

Life at Oxford is pleasant. and it is 
highly expensive. For the man with a 
literary bent, it is the finest place of 
preparation in the world, but the sci- 
entifically incline? are turning to Ger- 
many. where the thinkers of the Fath- 
erland seem better to impart exact 
thought than thet: English brothers. 

Oxford's history can be traced back 
without a break to the eighth century, 
though the start of the ‘university is 
not so definitely known. The modest 
building in which the original temple 
of learning was located is said to have 
been burned by the Danes when they 
overran Engiand in 979, some seventy- 
two years after the time when it is 
said that pious priests had humbly 
started to teach on the site of what in 
a thousand vears was to become per- 
hanes the most famous place for the 
dissemination of knowledge inthe 
world. 

The o'd wall, still existing in the 
gardens of New College. was built in 
1240, and a number of gates at various 
pointe go almost this far back. Mer- 
ton fields are still kept in repair as a 
result of a compact made five hundred 
years ago. 

A castle of the time of William the 
Conqueror is still to be seen along the 
walk in the southeast corner of the 
city where students aften stroll while 
mastering their lectures. 

The surroundings are of a kind to 
inspire. The student can walk daily 
through historic halls, peopled with 
shadowy forms of students of ten cen- 
éguries who have preceded him there. 
He can watch the swans on the water 
at Worcester, dream under the window 
of Charles I at St. John's, or stroll 
down the Addison Walk at Magdalen. 

One thousand years of history have 
not caused Oxford to fall behind in the 
procession. It starts its second thous- 
and year among the world's leading 
places of learning. 

Its fame has gone beyond national 
bounds and is now a possession of the 
whole world, for there are Oxford men 
in every known country.

The foregoing statement was made 
by Judge McKenzie Cleland of the 
Chicago Municipal Court in a talk be- 
fore the Bible class of the Western 
Avenue Methodist Church. Against 
the dark background of his arraign- 
ment of the prisons he drew bright 
pictures of offenders reformed by the 
parole system which he has put into 
operation in his court. 

“The only way that governments 
have so far discovered dealing with 
the criminal] after he is convicted is to 
lock him up or kill him,” said Judge 
Cleland. “After nearly 2000 years 
Christians are still satisfied to let the 
prison doors remain closed after the 
criminals once enter. The penalties 
@re so severe that courts and juries 
hesitate to convict a person of crime. 

“Most of us are accustomed to think 
of the criminal as a different sort of 
being from ourselves, to be gotten out 
of the way as quickly as possible. 
They are human beings like you and 
me and most of them need only the 
giad hand to make them useful citi- 
zens. The members of this class could 
reform three-fourths of the criminals 
in Chicago if they had the necessary 
physical and legal powers. 

“When a prisoner is brought before 
me I investigate his case. If I think 
he can reform I exact a promise to 
give up drinking or nickel! theaters or 
cigarettes or whatever has caused his 
downfall, impose the heaviest fine the 
law allows and suspend it during good 
behavior. Less than fifty out of 600 
I have thus paroled have broken thetr 
promises. 

“The mother of seven children was 
arrested for fighting in a saloon. I 
released her on condition that she stop 
drinking. Now she is making $2.50 a 
day in a millinery shop. A young man 
whom I paroled in spite of a prison 
record is supporting his two sisters 
in comfort.”

layman and a lawyer I think more 
of religion than theology.’ “What did 
you mean by that statement?” 

“I don’t care anything about creeds. 
I haven't time to quibble over theo- 
logical questions. 
I fancy I should find theology to be 
good intellectual exercise. I could be 
comfortable in a Baptist, Presbyterian, 
Methodist, or Catholic church and even 
a Jewish synagogue. I was reared a 
Congregationalist, but if my father 
had been an Episcopalian, I suppose 
I should have been one. I believe in 
the creed of Jesus Christ, the parable 
of the d Samaritan and the Golden 
Rule. No more is necessary on this 
earth. I fully accept the teachings of 
Christ's life, although I am afraid I 
don’t always live up to them. But life 
is the most important human question 
—to be kindly and heipful. There is 
no theology in binding up a man’s 
wounds, giving him wins and. oil, 
leading him to an inn and saying to 
the landlord, “Take care of him, and 
whatever thou spendest more, when I 
come again, I will repay thee,’ That 
is not theology: it is only religion.” 

“Mr. Gladstone said that he had in- 
vestigated the Bible as a lawyer 
would search for the truth in any mass 
of testimony, and was fully convinced 
that it is the Word of God. What do 
you think about it?” 

“I believe that a great majority of 
the lawyers who have investigated the 
matter agree with Gladstone. I am 
sure the Bible is God's message to 
mankind. It was not written with His 
hand, but it contains all of His truth. 
Nor has it been miraculously guarded 
against error. The three old manu- 
scripts of the New Testament are dif- 
ferent. The books of the Bible were 
copied by men. You can't have any- 
thing copied accurately now. Errors 
have crept into the Scriptures. There 
have been interpolations, interlinea- 
tions, and, perhaps, omissions. .The 
higher criticism and the higher critics 
do not worry me in the least. Some 
things in the Bible are in stories, as 
the creation of the world in six days, 
for instance, I don’t accept that story 
as being the record of a literal fact. 
The old oriental way of expressing the 
truth was to put it in the form of 
an allegory... Men thought in pictures 
and by pictyres they were taught. But 
the Bible is God's word to man, and 
it should be the guide of every life. If 
there is anything I cannot understand 
I remember the colored preacher who, 
4 coming to a passage in his Sunday 
morning Scripture lesson which he 
couldn't get hold of, looked over his 
spectacles at his congregation and 
said: “This is a mystery, my beloved, 
but we must look it boldly in the face 
and pass on.” 

VACATIONS ARE TOO SHORT. 


“Should Christian churches take an 
active and united part in politics?’ 
“No. Christianity as an  organiza- 
tion has no concern with the tariff, the 
money question or the fiseal policies 
of government. Streets, sidewalks and 
bridges are local and secular matters 
entirely. With distinctively moral 
p-oblems like slavery there will, of 
necessity, be unity and action, for all 
churches fundamentally are the same. 
Then clergymen can 
pulpit and judges can be helpful in 
arousing and creating a sound public 
opinion. Preachers and judges ought 
to keep out of politics, but they should 
not banish themselves from the world. 
| When a judge is asked to deliver an 
address he should accept the invita- 
tion if it ts possible for him to do so. 
/] think the people should see that 
judges are human beings like them- 
selves. It is thought that the Supreme 
Court of the United States is a great 
and solemn intellectual machine which 
steadily grinds in more or less seclu- 
sion from the rest of mankind, and is 
too sacred for familiar contemplation. 
It does grind, and steadily, but it Is 
a part of the people, and so there is no 
rofanation when a judge addresses 
is fellow citizens and there is no ir- 
reverence in listening to him, Once 
the justices of the Supreme Court got 
through in March and went out on 
their circuits where they met lawyers 
and the rest of the inhabitants. The 
contact was good for all concerned. 
“Now we can't stop until June, and 
being worn out hurry away to the 
mountains or seashore. Courts and 
churches, clergymen and judges, are 
on a higher plane than party politics, 
but they are not above good citizenship 
and righteousness.”

That traffic is congested by failure 
to load cars to their full capacity is 
shown by A. B. Stickney, president of 
the Chicago, Great Western Railway, 
in an article contributed to the July 
issue of System. 

“An investigation of the facts,” 
writes Mr. Stickney, “‘proves that out- 
side of coal and ores, the average 
present loading of cars does not ex- 
ceed 65 or 70 per cent. of their present 
capacity. 

“Twenty years ago 24,000 pounds was 
the capacity of the average car. That 
weight was then established as the 
minimum carload in the classification 
and tariffs of the railways, and of 
the various State Rallway Commis- 
sioners, end it has not beer changed. 

“Since then the average capacity of 
the cars has increased to about 65,000 
pounds, but the compulsory loading 
etill remains 24,000 pounds. I took 
the matter up with the Minneapolis 
millers and showed them by actual 
statistics that they used 1006 cars to 
load sixty-seven carloads (if loaded to 
capacity) of flour. 

“They answered that they would be 
giad to load heavier, but as long as 
the railway companies made the mini- 
mum carload 24,000 pounds, their cus- 
tomers would order flour in  24,000- 
pound orders, and they were obliged 
to ship in such lots.”

THE BROAD PERSONALITY OF 
SECRETARY TAFT. 


A Genial Man’Who Makes Every 
One His Friend—instances of How 
He Secured Legislation in Favor of 
Certain Interests When the Pros- 
pects Looked Dark. 7 


{New York Tribune:] It has been 
said of William Howard Taft, Secre- 
tary of War, and chief “lid sitter” of 
the administration, that every one who 
knows him well calis him “Bill,” and 
all those who don’t know him well 
enough wish they did. The statement 
is “not exactly accurate, because the 
President generally calls him “Will” 
(he calls the President ‘“Theodore,"’) 
but it is typical of the character of the 
man, who, despite the fact that on his 
broad shoulders rest some of the 
heaviest burdens of the nation, always 
greets every new difficulty with a 
smile and always takes the sting out 
of every unpleasant situation by his 
unfailing sense of humor. 

When Mr. Taft was Governor-Gen- 
eral of the Philippines it was said of 
him that he left ‘a trail of glad hands 
from one end of the archipelago to the 
other.”” and the assertion was correct. 
Secretary Taft is genial but he ts not 
bluff. “The Latin races attach the 
utmast ImpoNance to the little things 
of life,”” the Secretary once said to a 
subordinate who had been assigned to 
an important office in which he would 
have to deal with Spanish-Americans. 
“They are punctilious in their man- 
ners, and they expect others to be the 
same, but there is more in their ‘phil- 
osophy than most Americans think. 
Pretty manners and genial tempers are 
the lubricants of society, and nowhere 
is it more important than in the 
tropics that the affairs of men should 
be conducted with abundant lubrica- 
tion.” 

MADE A FILIPINO SOLID.

BIG IMPROVEMENTS. 
BISBEE) SCENE OF BIG ACTIVITY. 


BISBEE (Ariz.) July 2.—Tremen- 


dous development work is in progress 
around Bisbee, mainly in the way of 
improvements béing made by the 
great producing mines in methods of 
operation. About 4000 men are em- 
ployed, the Copper Queen having about 
2300, the largest number for over a 
year and fully as many as before the 
strike, wherein the Western Federation 
of Labor expected to do great things, 
but failed to command the situation. 

Probably the most important im- 
provement of the year will be a change 
to be made by the Coppér Queen in 
its method of handling ore for the 
smelter. At present ore and waste are 
hoisted in mine cars, in double and 
triple-deck cages, from a half dozen 
shafts, most of the ore being from 
the Holbrook and Spray shafts. When 
plans now perfected have been carried 
out, ore is to be hoiSted at only one 


shaft, the Sacramento, which lies near | 


the southern end of the Copper Queen 
property. To this shaft the ore will be 
brought underground by electrically- 
propelled trains, to be dumped in 
great underground. pockets or bins, 
which are to be tapped into immense 
steel skip buckets. these hoisted to 
ti.e surface and dumped wpon belt 
carriers that will lead directly to the 
ore cars, thus minimizing time, labor 
and cost. 

The Sacramento shaft is to be equip- 
ped with an immense Nordberg hoist, 
superior to anything now in the dis- 
trict, capable of handling § fully 4000 
tons of ore a day. or nearly twice the 
present capacity of the Copper Queen 
smelter. The other shafts will be used 
only for the lowering of timbers and 
supplies and the carriage of men. It 
is expected that they will be equipped 
with electric hoists and that com- 
pressed air will largely take the place 
of steam below. These upper shafts 
ha-e been placed in the best of condi- 
tion during the past six months, hav- 
ing been closed down, one after the 
other, for repairs. The Holbrook shaft 
iss new, the old shaft having proven 
unsafe. Electric power for these great 
changes will be supplied from a cen- 
tral powerhouse, not far from the Sac- 
ramento shaft, on which the founda- 
tions now are complete. The plant is 
to be In operation before the close of 
the year. 

At Douglas, the Copper Queen is op- 
erating ten large furnaces and is pre- 
paring for extensive enlargement, ad- 
ditions being made to both ends of the 
smelter building. To the immense re- 
serve’ stock ore piles lately have been 
added 80,000 tons, excess shipments 
from the Bisbee shafts. At the Calu- 
met and Arizona smelter. the 300-ton 
furnaces all are being enlarged to 500 
tons capacity, and two new jackets of

CANANEA IMPROVEMENTS. 


The work of improvement now un- 
der way at Cananea in importance 
closely approximates that contem- 
plated around Bisbee. Dr. L. D. 
Ricketts, general manager of the 
Greene-Cananea company, is making 
marked changes around the Cahanea 
mines and smelters, with the idea of 
securing greater efficiency at much 
less cost than under the happy-go- 
lucky ways that marked the § first 
Greene management. All of the eight 
furnaces at Ronquillo are being re- 
constructed, with the expectation of 
eliminating repair costs for the next 
two ygars, at the end of which time 
it is expected that the new smelt- 
ing plant of the company will have 
been completed. This new plant, at 
the start, will have three new fur- 
naces, each fifty-four feet long, with 
daily capacity of 1200 tons each. Dr. 
Ricketts has made close investiga- 
tion of large furnaces in Montana and 
is convinced that they work toward 
efficiency and economy. At the present 
time the old works have eight fur- 
naces, each eighteen feet long. It is 
not asserted that the old plant will 
be abandoned on completion of the 
new smelter. Indeed, very extensive 
improvements are being made at Ron- 
quillo. The latest is the ordering of 
a 4000-horse power steam plant, which 


will result in a great economy of 


power needed for the operation of 
the works. Good results have been

new style of convertor, which Is elec- 
trically operated. 

Dr. Ricketts has adopted a policy 
at Cananea of working the lower 
grade ores with the better and of dig- 
ging down to demonstrate the value 
at lower levels of the company’s im- 
mense ore bodies.

Single ‘Alaska Glacier Could

The first iceberg was scarcely cred- 
fted. It wasa gray day, and from the 
decks of the Alaska steamer nothing 
could be seen but a quiet sea and & 
misty horizon and dim mountain 
shapes almost as misty as the mist 
itself. Now and then some one-—-o r 
some two—came tramping down the 
Geck for a ship-encircling constitu-

Just how a buoy had broken loose and 
floated here was discussed and decided 
upon, until a soul of faith declared the 
white buoy an iceberg. An iceberg! 
The ship’s course was helped along by. 
hoping, until the ay was over- 
taken. And then

‘But no ordinary cake of ice seemed 
the berg that scraped against the pilé 
at Juneau the next morning. It did 
not look so menacingly large, even al- 
lowing for the fact that seven-eighths 
of an iceberg is under water, but it 
was beautifully snow white and sky 
blue, and it was sufficiently, bulky and

That iceberg’ was pointed out as a 
privilege consequent upon the posses- 
sion of glaciers as local iand 
“Why, we have a giacier in our back 
yard, up at the mine,” said one young 
mining engineer, “and mhenever my 
wife wants ice cream for 
sends the 
giacier to crack the ice,” 
- To follow from the tceberg to its 
source, the way led up the long ford, 
giacier-hewn and gilacier-scooped it- 
self. High on the mountain terraces 
lay great snowfields and distant gila- 
ciers glistened in the summer sun. Ice- 
bergs came floating by, and lay strand- 
ed in every cove. The captain held 
back his engines, and the ship picked 
her way gently, lest she encumber her 
screw with floating ice, or come a tilt 
against some massive berg. Anxiously 
the sky was scanned for continuance of 
fair weather, for should fog shut down 
the captain could not risk his steamer 
in ‘the floating ice of the Taku Inlet, 
and the Taku glacier must reimnain un- 
beheld of this ship's company. 

It was a dead glacier that came first 
into close-at-hand knowledge. Between 


pouring down towerd the sea, never 
again to reach its goal, for a broad 
moraine lay in between the shore and 
the ice—a great mound of stones and 
gravel dropped by the melti jee at 
the glacier front. To see how that vast 
weight of ice, heaped up in the glacial 
valley, bore stiffiy downward, to see 
how it wore against the inclosing 
mountains, and what weight of drift 
torn from the cliffs_it carried In long 
lines upon the surface to heap the 
burden at its front, to see the yellow 
river pouring frem under the glacier, 
heavy-laden with the ice grindings from 
the glacier floor, all this was vastly 
interesting as witness to the present 
and living action of ome of the great 
world-shaping forces, a fotce which 
spent itself countless eons ago over 
vast areas in North America, where 
glacial gravels and glacial scratches 
monument past geological history for 
the understanding eye. 
But the living glacier—now its glory 
was to unfold. The steamer cau- 
tiously among the icebergs, and lay 
floating off the Tak glacier front. 
Here the ice river had come surely 
to the sea. At the head of the flord rose 
a thousand-pinnacled mighty ice cliff, 
its base far beneath the waves, its 
crest two hundred feet above the sva. 
That great wall of ice. stretched for 
a quarter of a mile on either hand, till 
it rested against the mountain side. 
And all the. vast, jag . riven § ice 
sheet, rising steeply up the valley to 
the high-hung snowflieKis whence it 
had descended and would descend, 
was lustrous, brilliant, snowy white 
and lucent or shadowed blue, in un- 
believable contrast with the dinginess 
of the surface of the dead glacier. 

The steamer whistle sent the echoes 
scudding among the mountains. Then 
from the pinnacled ice-cliff of the gla- 
cier-front a great fragment loosened 
and shot down into the sea. There 
was a mighty spray, and then a thun- 
der as of a distant gun, and then the 
shivering tinkle of the shower of ice- 
fragments. The ice-block plunged up 
and down, came to at last, 
and went floating as a new-born 
iceberg. 
It seemed a sinful waste of beauty 
and splendor to come away and leave 
the glacier to array itself in argent and 
azure, and the rose of evening, all un- 
seen, to toss its icebergs into the fiord 
and peal its thunders all unheard, and 


and the pleasure of the seabirds, alight- 
ed on the hills and valleys of the float- 
ing ice islands. 

So must have thought the painter 
who had come aboard after a whole 
month spent in solitary encampment 
along these shores, part of 4 pilgrimage 
repeated through many summers and in 
many Alaskan channels and Indian en- 
campments. Now, after a month of 
fond sketching of the glaciers and the 
mountains and the drifting ice, he still 
lingered at the stern, and as the ves- 
sel dropped slosvly down the fiord, 
wrought de ly at his palette to 
record the elusive and exquisite hues of 
the vanishing Taku. And then, one aft- 
ernoon, when some days had passed, 
the cabin blossomed out with a picture- 
show. Long he had wrought to trans- 
mute into these water-colors the emo- 
tions aroused within him by the Alas- 
kan. sodlitudes, the lonely woodland 
where a mouldering gfave-carving 
commemorates some Indian chief, the 
green-margine’ shore where a fishing 
canoe is beached, the light of dawn 
on the mountain snow-fields, or the 
fairy palace in the stranded iceberg.

wk. Indeed, it is open to argument 
hether they have not done more than 
tiieir fair share of it. It is doubt- 
“leks true that if upon men, as we now 
tliem, were’ suddenly devolve 
burdens of child-bearing and: 
ihe. -rearing, to say nothing of the 
cadres of the household, families ‘would 
bq comsidcrably smaiicr than they now 
afe. It is certain that married women, 
- Who have discharged the duties of ma- 
tefnity, have never been “supported” 
b¥ men in any just sense of the word 
pport.’ Nay, if ally men, married 
i single, were to lator every hour 
‘the day, they could not do all the 
of the world. A few worthless 
women, married or single, there may 
but even they are not so much 
orted by the men of their families 
as by the overwork of the “sweated” 
women at the other end of the social 
ladder.. From creation’ dawn women 
bave performed their full quota of tix 
werid'’s work; and usually they have 
mm been paid for it. Unpaid work, 
however, seldom commands respect. 
t'is the paid female worker who has 
brought home to the public. mind con- 
vietion of woman's worth in the world’s 
economy. The spinning and weaving 
Gone by our great-grandmothers and 
by their great-zrandmothers in their 
re$pective homes were not reckongd 
as'a contribution to a nation’s wealth 
until the work was transferred to fac- 
tofies and there organided; to factories, 
where the women who pursued a par- 
ticular calling were remunerated ac 
cotding to the. comme value of 
their products. It is undoubtedly the 
women of the industrial class, the 
Wage-earners, reckoned no longer by 
Units, but by hundreds of thousands, 
the women whose work has been sub- 
miited to a money test, that have been 
the means of bringing about the al- 
tered attitude of public opinion toward 
woman's work in every sphere of life. 
From this point of view a singular 
interest attaches to the report re- 
cently issued by the Census Bureau, 
which sets forth some belated statistics 
regarding the number of fentinin 
Wage-earners found by .the census 
enumerators seven years ago in oc- 
cupations formerly regarded as ex- 
clusively suited to men. The number 


_—ef women, indeed, engaged in agricul- 


ture and the rougher kinds of labor 
is small in the United States, as com: 
pared with the number relegated tp 
such toil in parts of Continental Eur- 
oupe. Nevertheless, the statistics now 
put. forward show that in 1900 there 
were no fewer than 456,000 women 
farmers and farm laborers in thik 
country; indeed, there were more of 
these by 118,000 than there were who 
pursued the relatively feminine oc+ 
cupation of dressmaking. It will sur+ 
prise many persons who look upon 
the female sex as by comparison phy- 
ically feeble to learn that there were 
18 women engaged in blacksmithing 
and 508 as “machinists.” Indeed, there 
were eight employed in boiler-making; 
than which no occupation imposes a 
greater sirain upon the muscular sys- 
tem... Forty-five women were classi- 
fied in 1900 as locomotive engineers and 
firemen; thirty-one as brakemen, and 
ten as baggagemen on tailways. Many 
more were earning a livelihood as 
switthmen and flagmen. There were 
even six women ship-carpenters and 
two siate-roofers. Indeed, one or more 
women had invaded of,the 203 oc- 
cupations once mono lized by male 
breadwinners—except nine. Among 
the very few callings as yet exempt 
from feminine competition were those 
of United States soldiers, marines, and 
sallors, members of city fire depart- 
menis, or of the “lineman” depart- 
"ment of telegraph or telephone com- 
panies. 

Aa compared with the census of 1880, 
the number of women breadwinners in 
1900 had increased by more than 
100) «(cent., an increase which 
of course can be only partially ascribed 
to the expansion of population during 
the two intervening decades. Obvi- 
ously, the number of occupaétions open 
% women had been augmented sig- 
mally during the interval. There is no 
evidence that the remarkable exten- 
sion in the number of women wage- 
earners has been attended by any de- 
crease in the number of marriages, or 
by any more deterioration. From the 
viewpoint of the political economist, 
however, it is to be regretted that the 
census-taker of 1990 throws no light 
upon the proportion of women wage- 
earners who, on the one hand, sup- 
port mot only themselves but others, 
or those who, on the other hand, are 
partially indebted to men for their own 
S@pport. Those who pertain to the 
latter category obviously subject the 
members of their sex belonging in the 
former, and also their: masculine com- 
petitors, to unfair competition, and 


are partly responsible for the tendency ' 
to pay women somewhat leas than men} 


for performing the same kind of work. 
We say partiy, because there is no 
doubt that a chief cause of the dif- 
ferdnee in respect of remnueration ‘s 
the fact that in all States of the 
Union, except four, women do not 
postess the full franchise, and, there- 
fore. are unable to make good at the 
ballot-box their claims to equal com- 
pensation for equally good work.— 
iHarper’s Weekly.

PLAN MANY SPEEOWAYS. 

Success of Long Isiand Project Arouses 
interest in at Least Five Similar 
Schemes. 

Automobile speedway planer are turn- 
ing up on all sides. The publicity giv- 
en the Vanderbitt parkway project on 
Long Island and the favorable com- 
ment it has elicited from automobil- 
ists and the public generally acting 
in concert, with continual struggies 
with Legislatures or various States to 
obtain automobile legislation that ta 
reasonable, have propagate! similar 
schemes in half a dozen eastern States. 

With the Vanderbilt parkway ai- 
ready assured and private speedways 
in course of construction in the Berk- 
shire Hills and the Ramapo Valley, 
attention has been drawn away from 
another great project of the kind in 
New Jersey. This is a thirty-five-mile 
course on the shores of Barnegat Bay, 
in which Geonge W. Young and other 
New York financiers, who have sum- 
mer homes along the Jersey coast are 
interested.

Miller was willing, and made a good 
run across town to the General Hos- 
pital, the policeman sitting by his side, 
holding the senseless girl. The trio 
reached the hospital just as the am- 
bulance wag starting for the scene. 

Within twenty minutes after this 
one of the downtown papers had re- 
ceived just fourteen calls telling how 
an automobile had injured a girl.

Motor Omnibuses nag“ a Come to Stay 
in London, but Cannot Remain in 
Present Form. 

Although ihe motor omnibus las 
come to stay it grows daily more and 
more evident that it will not, cannot, | 
remain in its present form, concluded 
the Times ef London, which says: 
“Before it can be ranked as a successe 
ful vehicle it must be considerably ré- 
duced in size. and therefore to some ex- 
tent in carrying capacity. If the re- 
form dees not come from within, ft 
will assurediy be enforced from with- 
out, for the wear and tear of suburban 
roads and the extremely serious 
deterioration of roadside property, due 
to the noise and vibration inseparable 
from these huge cars, are raising most 

strenuous opposition.’

World’s Non-stop Record. ’ 


The world's non-stop record has been 
get at a new figure, which ‘probably 
will stand for a long while.

To Make an Airship 


AKE two paper cones. Close 
M the small end of each with a 
cork, as shown in Figure 1. 

Thrust a needle through each of the 
corks. Behd the points of the needles 
that protrude from the corks toward 
the inside af the cones, so as to form 
hooks. Run a strong elastic from one 
to the other of these hooks. 

Paste your cones together, joining 
them with a band of thin paper. 

Bend the part of the needle that 
sticks out from one of the corks at 
right angles to form a sort of handle. | 

Cut out a screw propeller like that 
shown in Figure 3. Attach it, between 
balls of wax, to the needle at the 
other end. 

Cut out little Wings and paste them 
at the middle of each side of the 
cones, so that they will serve to bal- 
ance your airship in its flight. 
Suspend a little “basket’' to the 
cones @y threads and your airship is 
compléte. 

To make it fly, turn the handle at 
one end, so that the elastic is twisted

tightly. Upon releasing it the elastic 
will turn the corks, causing the pro- 
peller to revolve rapidly. Your air- 
ship will continue to fy until the 
elastic is unwound,
